In the Trcimury A Rain Getting Down to 


the Danger Line. 


WASHINGTON, 
.May 
25.—Secretary 


Carlisle reached the treasury depart- 
ment late yesterday afternoon and 
thirty minutes later Assistant Secre- 
tary Curtis was en route for j!few York. 
His sudden departure created a rnild 
sensation. 


The export of gold has reduced the 


so-called reserve to a little .above $80,- 
000.000, and "all the information received 
at the treasury is to the effect that 
with to-morrow's, expected shipment it 
will be broug-ht clo»: down to ij-75.000,- 
000. The net balance, which was S125,- 
000,000 on May 1, has fallen to Sllfl.OOO,- 
000, leaving- the treasury a working-bal- 
ance so small as to require the constant 
transfer of funds'from one subtreasttry 
to another to meet payments falling 
due. 
;..]There is abundance of gold in the 
country. 
When call was made on the 


national banks for a statement of their 
condition on the 28th of February last, 
it was found that all the national banks 
of the United States had in round 
fig-vires 8100,000,000 of gold. This was 
after paying 858,000,000 for the first bond 
issue. Since that time the banks have 
gained gold at the expense of the treas- 
ury. Returns of eleven principal cities 
of the United States on the call for 
banks' conditions on May 4 show that 
national banks had gold and gold cer- 
tificates aggregating over SltiO.000.000, 
of which New York held 877,552,000 and 
Chicago .«23,35S,000.

The rioters were worked up into

Sheriff Taylor and his handful of 
deputies, w ho were on guard at the 
different shafts all 
day 
About 3 


o'clock this afternoon the strikers held 
a meeting in the east end of La Salle 
and an hour later marched to the 
La Salle shaft w here, without cause a 
bloody 
not 
was 
commenced by 


the Poles and Dagoes, who, armed 
•with all kinds of deadly weapons and 
carrying armsful of rocks, clubs and 
missiles attacked the sheriff and his 


i 
posse of forty sworn deputies. The 
strikers opened fire, and it was re- 
turned by the sheriff and deputies until 
all their ammunition was shot away; 
then they had to flee for refuge. 


It is not known how many of the 


rioters have been injured 
Some of 


them must be fatally shot, but being 
all foreigners nothing can be learned 
of their condition. 


Sheriff Taylor is pummeled badly 


and is lying at the Harrison house, 
constantly 
attended 
by 
doctors. 


Deputy Thomas Walters, 'of 
Otta- 


wa, was shot in 
the 
loins and 


may die. He was sent home. Deputy 
Thomas Hoolihan, Ottawa, was, shot in 
the calf of the leg and removed to the 
hospital. Deputy John Dwcre, Ottawa, 
was thrown into a cellar and had his 
spine badly injured 
All the other dep- 


uties were more or less bruised with 
rocks and clubs, not one of them escap- 
ing witout injury. 


Sheriff Taylor displayed wonderful 


nerve and combative spirit when all the 
deputies had been forced back, some of 
whom fled when their ammunition was 
gone, yet the sheriff stood his ground 
against 500 howling maniacs, and con- 
tinued firing with a revolver in each 
hand until he had been knocked down 
twice and every inch of his body bruised. 
He at last quit the fight, and escaped by 
going into a house and dodging the 
crazed miners. 


The success of the strikers in "their 


riot seemed to infuriate them until 
they lost their heads completely and 
have since been parading the streets 
and raising pandemonium. 


About 7.15 two of the ringleaders 


•were put under arrest by deputy sheriffs 
and hustled through 
the Harrison 


house and taken to jail through the 
alleys 


In five minutes a mob of 1 000 men 


men had surrounded the hotel and 
threatened to blow it up unless the 
prisoners were produced The wildest 
kiiid of excitement prevailed, and all 
the guests of the house left for safer 
quarters. Landlord M Hj rne made an 
effort to explain to the rioters that the 
prisoners had been taken to Ottawa, 
but they would listen tp no argument 
and would not be satisfied until the\ 
searched the entire building them- 
selves

the war of the rebellion. Early this 
morning about 250 miners at DuquoiJi 
about forty-four miles south on the 
Illinois Central, captured a switch en- 
gine and came to Centralia -where they 
demolished the engine room, filled the 
shaft, and did other devilment at the 
Big- Fbur mines. This took place about 
daylight. 
They then left there to 


come to this place to force the men out. 
Sheriff Helms went to Centralia, or- 
ganized a large posse and started in 
pursuit. 


In the meantime 100 deputy sheriffs 


were sworn in at this place, and a large 
posse at Sandoval. 


Four miles west of here the sheriff 


caught up with the mob, and from some 
unknown cause, allowed them to come 
over to this place, getting here at 2 
o'clock, the sheriff and posse from Cen- 
tralia and Sandoval reaching the Balti- 
more & Ohio Southwestern depot by 
special train at the same time 


The posse was armed with the guns 


belonging to the Centralia militia, and 
made a formidable appearance as they 
formed in line fcvith fixed bayonets. 
The sheriff at once proceeded to make 
arrests and charged the mob. In a few 
minutes the entire crowd was on the run 
across lots into the fields, helter skel- 
ter, xx-ith the deputies shooting in the 
air to get them to stop 


Inside of thirty minutes all were 


clear out of sight and hearing except 
the stragglers and prisoners being 
brought in 
About seventy-five or 


eighty prisoners were brought to this 
place and taken to Centralia, and 
in 
all 
about 
125 prisoners were 


captured 
Intense excitement still 


prevails, as there is known to be sev- 
eral hundred strikers from other points 
near here and in hiding, and an attack 
is expected before morning at one or 
the other of these towns. 


In the scrimmage here there were no 


casualties, but report is current that one 
man was killed between here and Cen- 
tralia, whether a striker or a deputy is 
not known. The report lacks confirm- 
ation. 


One hundred Winchesters were re- 


ceived here this evening, and at this 
hour (8 p. m.) men can be seen in differ- 
ent parts of the town armed and on 
guard. But few of the miners here 
sympathize with the mob. The prison- 
ers captured made some threats of com- 
ing back in stronger force, but should 
they do so a warm reception awaits 
them. A report is current that an at- 
tempt may be made to liberate the 
prisoners at Centralia. 


NOT SO ONE-SIDED. 


The Battle at Stickle Hollow In Which 


Five Striken Were Killed Had Some 


Casualties for the Deputies. 


UaiojiTowsr, Pa., May 25.—The riot 


at Stickle Hollow was not a one-sided 
battle as at first reported, but was a 
fight xvith as many guns on one side as 
on the other, and with as much firing 
by the strikers as by the deputies. 
Among the wounded are three depu- 
ties, v, hile the killed are all strikers 


V'hen the workmen came to the strik- 


ers in the public road they xxere asked 
to go home. The workmen were about 
to comply with the command when

forced to give up the field and flee to 
escape the rain of. bullets from the 
Winchester rifles.

HOUSE. 


Consideration of the legislative executive 


and judicial appropriation bill at thi present 
stage of leRlslatlon was Hnallv concluded in the 
house to-day 
But few changes were made In 


the text of the last fifty-three pages and the

When reported to the house by the commit- 


tee oi the whole the changes mudr bad in- 
creased the total of appropriations carried bv 
the sum of 818 334 This was exclusive of the 
appropriation for the payment of the salarte* 
of members and clerks of tbe civil service com- 
mistlon, amounting to 830 340. which the com- 
mittee ordered to be stricken out. That made
